The Hon. Carroll D. Wright, Chief of the 
Massachusetts Bureau of Statistics, has just 
laid before the Legislature of that State his 
annual report, brought down to Nov. 1, 1879. 
It is a document replete with valuable infor- 
mation.

THE POPE ON DIVORCE, 

The reigning Pope’s encyclical on marriage 
and divorce has evidently been prompted by 
the same motives which led his predecessor 
to resist to the utmost of his power the in- 
troduction of the railroad and the telegraph

regard to the sanctity of the marriage-tie 
will controvert the Pope’s generalizations 
about the high moral and social duties which 
that contract imposes. But when the Pope 
declares at this time that the rights and ob- 
ligations of marriage depend upon a relig- 
ious ceremony entirely independent of the 
civil contract, and that No power can dis- 
solve among Christians a ratified and con- 


flict with the best interests of society, 
and is dictated by the selfish desire to 
maintain the old-time, arrogant, and uncom- 
promising supremacy of the priesthood, of. 
which the Pope is the head. The encyclical 
on this subject has been called out by the agi- 
tation now in progress in France, a Catholic 
country, for the recognition of divorce for 
good and sufficient cause, and the right to re- 
marry. This change in the law is advocated 
by many of the leading press, statesmen, and 
writers, but it is opposed by the priests as cal- 
culated to weaken their influence, and the

Tt was in 1850 that I met in Mobile. Ala., the 
Owner of this book—Dr. J. R. Witherspoon, 
grandson of President Witherspoon, one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence. 
The Doctor was an educated gentleman, and 
urged me if I ever came in the region of Greens- 
boro, Ala.,to be sure to call on him and he would 
show me his wonderful Bible. I was not slow to 
aecept his invitation, and rode on horseback 
some dozen miles out of my way to see the 
greatest wonder of the age of this kind of book. 

I found the venerable Doctor living elegantly 
on broad acres and with the slaves about him, 
tor he did not seem to think there was any- 
thing in his Bible against slavery, though his 
grandfather signed the declaration that “ all 
men are created equal.“ The book was soon 
brought out froma careful keeping, and sure 
enough, though I had seen for years the great 
Van Ess library, with Bibles having a chain at- 
tached that once held them to a pulpit, and the 
Bible of Philip Melanchthon, with his autograph, 
I had never seen any such Bible as this. 

I took it in my hand with awe, for it was writ- 
ten in the days of King Alfred, and by a monk of 
Cornwall, England, who worked at it forty years, 
almost a lifetime,—and was evidently on the 
very finest of parchment, little inferior to satin. 
How such a finish could be put upon the skin of 
any beast in the days so long ago, when the bind- 
ing of the book was in oak boards, tied with 
buckskin thongs, was a mystery and almost a 
contradiction, 

But more wonderful yet was the writing with- 
in. The pages were all ruled with great accura- 
cy, and written as uniformly in the lines as

VIEWS ON THE BIBLE PLAN. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune, 
DAVENPORT, la., Feb. 27.—The subject of sal- 
vation, and the conditions upon which it is sup- 
posed to be dependent, seem to have attracted 
not a little attention of late. I little thought, 
when I furnished my first communication to a 
Chicago paper on this subject, that it would be 
the means of awakening such a widespread and 
profound interest in the question of Gospel 
obedience as it has done. It seems to have at- 
tracted the attention of the leading clergymen 
of Chicago and surrounding country; for many 
of them have preached and published sermons 
upon thesubject; and also to have received more 
than a passing notice from both the secular and 
religious press.

money. If such was the case, they have su- 


admirably. When the day on which the 
track was to be sold arrived it was suddenly dis- 
covered that one of the trustees was out of 
town, although what business called him away 
at such an important juncture of affairs has not 
been discovered. A large number of. turfmen 
had assembled from various points, many 
having come with the express determination of 
buying the property at a fair price, and there is 
no doubt that had the sale occurred as advertised 
the bids would have run upto at least $30,000. 
When the announcement was made that there 
would be no sale until Feb. 10. they saw that 
something was in the wind, and went to their 
respective homes firmly convinced that there 
would be nosale ag long as any outsiders were on 
hand to bid. 

When Feb. 10 arrived the sale took place, 
but the only man present who appeared 
to want the property was Sam Eckers, a 
well-meaning achman who runs 
aun eating and dyinking piece here 
and has been more or less connected with the 
running and trotting turf for a number of years. 
Up to day of the sale even his most intimate 
acquaintances had not suspected Mr. Eckers of 
having such a surplus of wealth as to be willin 
to invest money in an abandoned and dishonor 
race-track, but Sam bid $17,000 for the property 
with the assurance of a Vanderbilt, and it be- 
came his. This amount was just about suffi- 
cient to wipe out the $12,000 mortgage with ac- 
crued interest, and If, as peopie say, the stock- 
holders who loaned that money were anxious to 
get the property for the amount or their claim, 
and had put Eckers forward todo the work for 
them, they succeeded admirably. 

One effect of the transfer wasto wipe out all 
liabilities of the old Club, among them being the 
claim of John Splan for $400 cash, which be de- 

sited with the high-toned officers of the de- 

unct organization to be forwarded to Secretary 
Vail, that official having wrongly suspended a 
couple of horses in Spian's stable, or, rather, 
having failed to send out notice of their relu-

1878 she made her only visit to England, being 
entered in the Goodwood 2 which she won 
easily, her opponents being Lady Golightly and 
Pageant. For the ttwo yearsshe has been 
carrying most extraordinary weights in most of 
ber races in the vain efforts of the handicappers 
to bring her on even terms with the horses 
aguinst whom she has contended, and in her last 
race, the Ladies’ Stakes, at Buda-Pesth, had 
1568 pounds on her back. Kinscem is English 
bred as to her sire, being by Cambuscan, out of 
Water Nymph, by Cotswold. Water Nymph was 
purchased for a tritle by Mr. Blascovitz, a Hun- 
arian merchant of Buda-Pesth, and by him bred 
Cambuscan, the horse having been purchased 
by the yo ~ ny Government when a 4-year- 
old, the produce of the union being Kinscem.

Dear Frrenp: I notice the various sugges- 
tions and correspondence on the water supply 
and drainage are getting more numerous and 
yet more inoperative and confused. Why do 
not the Citizens’ Association recommend the

First~—The selection of a suitable position not 
dess than — from the city, with an alti- 
tude of 100 or feet above the lake surface. 
Then construct thereon three or four reservoirs 
with an —— of three 2 33 acres —— ey 

vide sufficient pumping a 
— only pure water at all future times to the 
city, but to flush the sewers and carry off 
the foul accumulations. 

Second—To construct all the sewers so as to 
discha in Lake Michigan, thereby easily @et- 
ting rid of the elephant which so many wise 
heads and sage correspondents seem to think the 
city authorities have gotten on their hands. 

Third—Let the ship-canal project by the 
board or be attended to by those who believe iu 
its usefulness or feasibility. All of which, how- 
ever, I think, after due and mature considera- 
tion, will end like unto that of the Mic 
who, in 1837, in surveying the route of a ca- 
nal from naw to Grand Haven, namely: in 
smoke and sinking of $50,000 or $60,000, 

Finally, that, if the city corporation do not 
chose to risk, or to incur the necessary expense 
as above set forth, parties can be had that will 
do it without the asking of a dollar in bonds or 
greenbacks, but rather take a tenure on the wa- 
ter tax for a hundred years. 

Therefore, let the Citizens’ Association act en- 
ergetically. Let not its deliberations be all talk 
and no cider, but rather remember the sage 

roverb that the gods will help those who en-

How to Purify the Water. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
Crarcaao, March 6.—From the many communi- 
cations received by you and by the Citizens’ As- 
sociation, it follows clearly that the only imme- 
diate remedy to the filthy condition of the river 


is the use of pumps located at Bridgeport. It 
is also understood that this is only a makeshift, 
to be abandoned as soon as possible, I doubt 
not those pumps will relieve us to some extent. 
As for the-denizens of the canal shore, they will 
derive from them less benefit than Dr. Rauch 
anticipates. Your Prominent Microscopist ” 
to the contrary notwithstanding, the whole- 
someness, alteration, and corruption of water 
are intimately related to the presence or ab- 
sence of dissolved oxygen. The proportion of 
that gasin a given sample gives the exact meas- 
ure of its hygiénic value,—that is, of the influ- 
ence, good or bad, it will have on those who 
drink it. Numerous experiments show that the 
amount normally held in by running water (one 
part in a hundred) gradually decreases, being 
absorbed, as it is, by organic matter. It totally 
disappears from foul and putmd water. If by 
increasing the current towards the canal we call 
into the river the lake water, truly a more rapid 
oxydation of the organic matter from the sew- 
ers will take place; but that will go on very 
slowly, and, I am afraid, Dr. Rauch overesti- 
mates it. Let us take Paris for example. The 
sewers of that city empty daily into the Seine 
something like 580 tons of solid matter held in 
suspension, besides an equal amountof dis- 
solved organic matter. Truly the ulation of 
Chicago is much smaller than that of the Capi 
tal of France, but oa the other hand packing 
slaughtering, distilling, and brewing are carried 
here on a much er scale, which makes up 
for the other deficiency. Now, the Seine water, 
above Paris, contains 9% I oxygen (in a 
1,000), At Marly (below Paris) that proportion is 
reduced to 1.91; Maisons gives 3.74; Poissy, 6.12; 
and at Mantes (seventy-five miles below) it — 
to nearly 9: the proportion is norm 
against Vernon, which is farther

that oxydation in a large measure. A few 
months ago I had to perform the unpleasant task 
of analyzing the water from the Stock- Yards 
main sewer where it leaves that place. It oc- 
curred to me then that much ynfort and 
costly litigation would be avoided if that sewer 
were regularly disinfected before it empties into 
the city. I thought, and am convinced now, that 
a reservoir built near its terminus, where the 
sewage would be thoroughly mixed with an 
amount of chloride lime. to be 
estimated by experiment, would 
do away with the constantly recurr 
between the Health Department and the pack- 
ers. Chloride of lime is one of the most efficient 
disinfectagts, too much neglected these last ten 
years by our successive Bourds of Health; by 
the ton it would be cheap. The packers, rendder- 
ers, etc., would find it advantageous to them to 
bear a part of the expenses at least, in the 
shape of an increase of their licenses.

HYDROPHOBIA. 


Death After Terrible Suffering. 

Another forcible argument in favor of killing, 
muzzling. or in some other way effectually tak- 
ing care of the dogs, was given yesterday when 
Charles Alsberge, a French tailor at No. 191 Lar- 
rabee street, died in all the indescribable horrors 
of hydrophobia. A daughter of the victim re- 
ported to the Chicago Avenue Police Station the 
fact that her father was writhing from an attack 
of the dread disease, and asked that some one be 
sent to the house. On arriving the officers found 
the poor felfow suffering the horrible torments 
which acco mpany a fatal case of this character. 
His brother, Richard Alsberge, and his son, 
Emil, who had been his constant attendants, at 
last bound him down lesthe might injure them 
or his wife and children, Convulsive upheavais 
of the chest, accompanied by free disch of 
saliva from the snapping, twitching mouth, de- 
noted that the end was near. The forehead was 

wrinkled, the eyebrows fell almost to the brid 

of the nose, drew back again with horrib 
rapidity, and expused to the terrified bystanders 
the glassy eyesand fearfully distorted face of 

the now dead victim. 

The history of the case, as learned from Rich- 
ard Alsberge. is about as follows: a six 
1 ago a strange. came into 
the tailor’s store and SF Alaberge 
took him by the brass collar to put him out. 
While thus engaged, the turned around, 
— at him, and bit him. e tailor thought 
nothing of it, and felt no bad effects from the 
bite until last Wednesday evening, when he be- 


gan snapping and spitting and exhibiting other |. 


signs of an attack from hydrophobia. Dr. Han- 
sen and then Dr. Henrotin were called in, but 
the patient grew worse. Occasionally he had 
his quiet moments, when he would laugh at his 
snapping and his twitch At other times he 
would cry out, That dog bit me. I am bit by 
the dog. I am going.” The horrors he 47 
rienced Thursday and Friday were succeeded by 
the more intense agonies of yesterday morning. 
culminating in his death shortly before noon. 
The dog which bit him has neither been heard of 
nor seen since the tailor put bim out of his sho 
and the natural presumpdon is that he iss 
loose on the community. 

Early Thursday morning, Dr. Henrotin was 
sent for. As soon as he saw the man he conclud- 
ed that the case.was hydrophobia, and at once 
treated him hy ermically with curare, a 
poison used by the South American In iians to 
uP their arrows, anda remedy mentioned by 
Flint, who reports two recoveries from its use; 
and this treatment was continued, as it is the 
only successful one known, Whenever water 
was even mentioned to Alsberge he had a par- 
oxysm, and, although Drs. Bartlett, Hansen, 
and Powell were also in attendance, and every- 
thing ible done for him, he became worse 
steadily, until death relieved him. 


Bain-Making by Explosions.

e ingenious plan for rain-ma pro 
by Gen. Ruggles, of Virginia, is in accordance

eminent savans, The plan is to send up into the 
moist strata of the atmosphere dynamite cart- 
ridges, lodged in balloons, to be exploded by 
time fuses, or electric wires, connec with the 
earth. The explosion, it is claimed, will have 
the effect of bringing together masses of air of 
different temperatures and humidities, causing 
condensation of the vapor aloft sufficient to pro- 
duce rain. If we suppose, on a dry day in sum- 
mer, the passage overhead of a large current of 
moist air, such as constitutes the 
well-known upper anti-trude current, 
and an explosion of dynamite 
takes place within its vaporous strata, the 
sudden displacement and rarefaction would 
probably invite a downward movement trom the 
cold and loftier strata of the atmosphere to fill 
the vacuous space formed by the plosion. 
That this is, theoretically, good reason is un- 
questionable; but the practical diffiquities of 
adjusting the explosive balloons to tHe prover 
strata of air and of timing the explosions would 
necessitate much experimentation and they 
would require the most skillful handling. Ne- 
pheology, or the art of cloud-observing (with a 
view todetect the altitudes and hygromé¢tric con- 
ditions of different forms of vaporous air- 
masses), is, as its greatest living *

How the State’s Salaried Agent 
Does His Work There. 


The Governor Has Been Notified, 
but Takes No Action. 


A TRIBUNE reporter yesterday called upon 
Mr. John G. Shortall, the President of the Hu- 
nois Humane Society, and had some conversa- 
tion with him upon the subject of the cruelties 
practiced at the Stock-Yards as exposed in the 
report in Taz TRIBUNE of yesterday. What he 
wanted to get at more particularly was the rea- 
son why the Society did not seem to be as suc- 
cessful in the suppression of cruéity as former- 
ly. Mr. Shortall stated that he thought he could 
satisfy his visitor upon that score, but that be- 
fore he did so he would like to call his attention 
to 
ONE OR TWO ADDITIONAL FACTS 
connected with the cruelties which had come to 
his knowledge. In the first place, he asserted 
that he had received perfectly trustworthy in- 
formation to the effect that the very grosser 
cruelties which the Society had to contend with 
when it first started on its humane mission were 
being practiced in isolated cases. He had heard 
of the eyes of obstinate cattle being gouged out 
quite récently, and also of animals being prodded
